On October 22, 2008, a telephone Interview was conducted between Robert 
Murray, attorney for Applicants, and Examiner Lam in the above-referenced application. 
Applicants' representative orally agreed during the interview to the Examiner's 
Amendment to incorporate claim 20 into claim 18, and to cancel claims 20, and 26-39, 
and agrees to the substance of the interview. The amendment will also include a 
change in the dependence of claim 21 to depend from claim 18, instead of cancelled 
claim 20. A copy of the Examiner's Amendment received by Applicants' representative 
by facsimile on October 23, 2008 is attached hereto. 

On November 6, 2008, a telephone interview was conducted between Applicants' 
representative, Gus Pappas, and Examiner Lam in the above-identified application. 
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Applicants' representative agrees with the substance of the interview as detailed in the 
Interview Summary Record mailed December 5, 2008, namely to include claim 40 to the 
allowed claims, since claim 40 was inadvertently omitted in earlier mailed Notice of 
Allowance on October 29, 2008.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Atty: Robert Murray on October 22, 2008. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Substitute claim 18 as following: 

1 8 . A multi-layered printed wiring board with an inner layer circuit comprising: 
a primer resin layer, constituted exclusively of a resin, is provided between said 
inner layer circuit without roughening treatment and an insulating resin layer, with a 
surface of the inner layer circuit facing the primer resin layer; a plating of tin, nickel or an 
alloy of these metals is formed on the surface of the inner layer circuit facing the primer 
resin layer and a silane coupling agent is provided between said primer resin layer and 
said plating of tin, nickel or an alloy of these metals. 

Claims 20, 26-39 have been canceled. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: there is no 
teaching in the prior art directed to a printed wiring board having a primer resin layer, a 
silane coupling agent and a tin, nickel or their alloys, between a circuit layer and an 
insulating substrate.
